FUND APPEAL BY 
SCOUTS IS MADE 



Fathers* Association Sends 

Open Letter to Local 

Residents. 



'$720.00 IS THE 1926 GOAL 



Plans for carrying on the work 
of the Boy Scouts of Narberth 
during the present year were 
made public this week by the 
Fathers' Association in an open 
letter addressed to the citizens of 
Narberth. This letter was sent 
to every resident of the Borough, 
as well as its "suburbs." 

The Fathers' Association is now 
an incorporated organization. 
This was done in order to give 
it the proper legal identity in 
furthering the scout movement in 
Narberth. According to the let- 
ter: "The scout work is carried 
on by this association, which now 
collects and distributes funds, and 
selects the Troop Committee, who, 
in turn, select the scoutmasters." 

The letter was in the nature 
of an appeal for financial assist- 
ance. The itemized budget ap- 
pended to it shows that S720 will 
be required to carry on the ac- 
tivity of the boys this year. 

There is an item of $240 cover- 
ing the mortgage interest on the 
property on which the scout cabin 
is located To heat and light it will 
take $30, while repairs to the ex- 
tent of $150 are urgently required. 

Last year a start was made 
toward transforming the cabin 
into a tile and stucco structure 
from one of wood. To complete 
the alterations $200 will be need- 
ed this year. It has been thought 
most desirable to complete this 
work in the interest of the com- 
fort, welfare and pride of the boys. 

The woodwork will have to be 
painted, which will take $45, while 
for miscellaneous items the bud- 
get provides the sum of $55. v 
Guiding Boys to Manhood. 

"The honor and privilege of as- 
sisting in training our boys of 
today to become the right kind ot 
men in the future is hereby ex- 
tended to you," is the way the 
Fathers' Association addresses the 
citizens of the Borough. 

"In the little scout cabin at Elm- 
wood and Essex avenues," the 
letter continues, "a real, consis- 
tent effort is being made to train 
our boys to become good, honor- 
able citizens. 

"A national program is being 
carried out whereby the boy, dur- 
ing his childhood and adolescent 
periods, comes under influences 
which, while permitting proper 
self-expression, regulate and guide 
him toward better manhood." 

The letter was signed by E. P. 
Dold, R. J. Nash and E. K. Mon- 
nington for the Fathers' Associa- 
tion, and by the personnel of the 
Troop Committee, namely. C. 
M. Little, chairman; E. C. Gris- 
wold, F, A. Lanahan, Walton M. 
Wentz and -Edwin T. Wolf. 

There are at the present time 
on the rolls of the two scout 
troops in the Borough the names 
of 4o boys. Troop No. 1 is in 
charge of F. T. VanAuken, scout- 
master, while I. * N. Wilson is 
scoutmaster of Troop No. 2.

The consideration of reports 
and the introduction of an ordi- 
nance to . keep trash from the 
streets comprised most of the 
business before Council Monday 
night. 

The new ordinance; introduced 
by Mr. Kaeber, would prohibit 
the depositing of trash and all 
kinds of objectionable matter on 
Narberth streets. It is aimed 
largely at storekeepers who insist 
on sweeping the garbage from 
their shops on to Haverford ave- 
nue. 

The recent change in street- 
cleaning plans, by which Haver- 
ford avenue is cleaned three times 
a week, has afforded some relief, 
but shopkeepers are as yet paying 
little attention to requests and 
threats from the authorities. The 
new bill provides fines for of- 
fenders. 

The discussion of finances, in 
connection with the street paving 
costs, brought forth the fact that 
Ferguson & Ferguson, builders of 
the operation in Merion on the 
south side of Rockland avenue, 
contributed §S00 to the improve- 
ment of that street. 

This contribution was entirely 
voluntary, as their holdings lay 
outside the Borough. Their agree- 
ment to join in the cost on an 
equal basis with Narberth prop- 
erty owners was regarded by the 
authorities as an unusual example 
of fair play, as otherwise Narberth 
would have had to bear the entire 



cost of both sides of Rockland 
avenue. 

The report of the auditors, like 
many similar financial statements, 
depended entirely upon the point 
of view as to how it would be re- 
garded. It shows that the Bor- 
ough is well inside its statutory 
debt limit and that the amount of 
indebtedness is not excessive. On 
the other hand, it also revealed the

about $40,000, which indicates an 
undesirable situation. This condi- 
tion can be greatly relieved if all 
citizens who have recently re- 
ceived bills for sidewalk, curb and 
street improvements will pay 
promptly. Further relief can be 
obtained if Council should decide 
to collect about $10,000 of old out- 
standing liens by foreclosure pro- 
ceedings if necessary. Action in 
connection with these old liens 
may be expected soon from the 
new standing committee on liens 
which was appointed by President 
Griswold when the present Coun- 
cil was organized. 

The report of the Highway 
Committee indicated that good 
progress is being made on the con- 
struction of the Borough storage 
building, which probably will be 
ready for occupancy in March. 
This report also dealt in some de- 
tail with the situation which has 
developed on Rockland avenue in 
connection with sidewalk bills, 
and the Highway Committee was

Women Heap Talk by 
Euphemia Dunn. 

At the meeting of the Narberth 
League of Women Voters, held 
Monday afternoon, February 8, 
Mrs. Euphemia Dunn, one of the 
Directors of the Poor for Mont- 
gomery County, was present and 
addressed the members, giving 
them some idea of the duties of 
that officer, so that they would 
be better able to decide whether 
or not a trained social service 
worker was necessary in the field. 
The appointment of such a person 
was recommended to the Poor 
Board, and is being sponsored by 
the Montgomery County League 
of Women Voters. 

Those who attended the meet- 
ing learned a great deal in regard 
to the time required to respond 
to the innumerable demands made 
upon this officer. The unanimous 
opinion of the meeting was that 
such a worker was much needed. 
Mrs. Dunn stated in this regard 
that she would ask that the ap- 
pointee be a woman, as the most 
work was in connection with the 
outside relief in homes, where a 
woman's advice would be the 
most valuable. 

During the discourse Mrs. Dunn 
stated that she had become well 
acquainted with Narberth and 
vicinity, having occasion, fre- 
quently, to report on applications 
for such aid as they are called 
upon to supply. This was sur- 
prising to those present and, as a 
result of interest manifested, she 
cited a case in our midst where *'a 
little human kindness and a word 
of encouragement would do a 
world of good." Those present at 
once took measures to express 
such interest and good-will. 

The chairman brought to the at- 
tention of the League the need of 
supporting the election reform 
bills about to come before the 
Legislature, which have been ad- 
vocated by the League of Women 
Voters throughout the State. A 
motion was passed authorizing the 
sending of a telegram to both 
Hon. Fletcher W. Stites and Ben- 
jamin Ludlow, urging that they 
support the election reform meas- 
ures.

■> Augustus J. Loos, of 417 Haver- 
ford avenue, one of Narberth's old- 
est and best-loved residents, died 
Tuesday night at his home after 
an illness extending over several 
months. He was 72 years of age. 

; A modest and unassuming man, 
Mr. Loos' influence has long been 
felt in Narberth's civic life, and in 
musical activities of the Main Line. 

He was one of the founders and 
Was first president of the Narberth 
Civic Association. Through that 
body he became interested in the 
improvement of the lower Windsor- 
Wynnewood section, and was one of 
the prime movers in the reclaiming 
of a lot of swamp land to form the 
present Narberth Park. 

Mr. Loos was also a member of 
the board of directors of the Y. M. 
C. A., and after the death of that 
organization, was interested in the 
use of the funds remaining, for a 
civic purpose. He was chairman of 
the Recreation Board, and through 
his connections with the Y. M. C. A. 
directorate was a big factor in the 
improvement of the playground and 
in the erection of the new commun- 
ity building there out of Y. M. C A. 
funds. 

Until last year he served on the 
Board of Trustees of the Narberth 
Presbyterian Church. A proficient 
violinist, he was a member of the 
first violins of the Main Line Or- 
chestra and a vice-president of that 
body. 

He was born on Staten Island, 
N. Y., the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Alexander Loos. He graduated 
from Cornell University in 1877 
and then worked as a reporter on 
tnV New York Tribune. 

Mr. Loos was a member of the 
firm of Loos and Dilworth, oil 
merchants, 134 South Front street. 
Before founding his own firm he 
was connected with the Tidewater 
Oil Company. 

He is survived by his widow, 
Mrs. Jenny Beatty Loos, a son, Paul 
R., and two daughters, Fanny H. 
and Mrs. Walter Dothard, all resi- 
dents of Narberth. 

Funeral services were held at 2.30 
yesterday afternoon from the late 
residence. Burial was made at 
Westminster Cemetery.

A call for a meeting of the Main 
Line Baseball League has been is- 
sued by President Harry J. Mos- 
teller, of Ardmore. The session 
will be held in the Autocar Ath- 
letic Association building in Ard- 
more Monday night. 

At that time officers for the 
coming season will be elected and 
action taken on clubs seeking 
franchises in the league. Usually 
this preliminary organization 
work is not done until late spring 
but President Mosteller wants 
everything put in ship shape dur- 
ing the winter months so all will 
be ready for an early start in the 
spring. 

Ashland, one of the clubs in the 
six-club circuit of last year, has 
announced its intention of drop- 
ping out but all the other regulars 
of last season are expected back. 
These clubs are Narberth, Bala- 
Cynwyd, Ardmore Kaseys, Paoli 
and Berwyn. 

The advisability of enlarging the 
league to an eight-club circuit will 
be one of the things to come up 
for settlement. The Autocar, of 
Ardmore, and the Preston A. A., 
of Bryn Mawr, both of which were 
represented in the twilight league 
last summer, have already applied 
for franchises in the Saturday 
League.

given authority to settle those 
cases on their individual merits. 
This committee also reported that 
all of the bills for the property 
owners' share of the street im- 
provement work, under the 1925 
bond issue, were served during the 
month of Tanuary and totalled 
$25,063. 

Bills for the sewer construction 
of 1925 will be sent out within the 
next week or ten days. The costs 
of this sewer work will be assess- 
ed upon the abutting properties 
by dividing the total cost of the 
sewers by the total number of as- 
sessable front feet and making up 
the bills accordingly. In the case 
of corner properties, on both sides 
of which sewer construction has 
been installed, the full number of 
front feet will be assessed along 
the side on which the house faces 
and from which it derives the 
street number, but on the other 
street such properties will be as- 
sessed only for the number of feet 
in excess of 100 feet. By this 
method, the Borough avoids any 
double or unjust assessment upon 
a corner property. 

In accordance with the policy in 
reference to shoveling sidewalks, 
officially announced in a recent 
issue of "Our Town/' the police 
made a careful survey of all side- 
walks in the Borough last Satur- 
day and Sunday when the 24-hour 
limit had expired. It was neces- 
sary to warn sixteen property 
owners that unless their walks 
were immediately cleaned they 
would be summoned before the 
Burgess and lined.
